The  Communicator  will  especially  miss  her  She  has  served  the  pasl  two  years 
as  chairman  of  this  paper's  hoard  of  directors  The  initial  year  was  no  picnic  for 
The  Communicator  as  il  faced  a  fiercely  compel  ilive  adverlising  world  for  the  first 
time,  an  almost  Imslilc  university  adminislralion,  and  a  *  12,000  operating  loss.

The  Communicator  did  stay  in  business.  It  proved  itself  a  good  source  for 
advertising,  the  university  adminisli alimi  became  supportive,  and  last  year's 
losses  have  lurried  into  Ibis  year's  profits.  Dean  Lant/'s  contribution  during  this 
period  was  one  that  only  the  staff  and  other  board  members  can  comprehend.
